Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White will pay a visit to 
Associated Students Inc. President 
John Haberstroh in a closed meeting 
today at Brotman Hall to discuss what 
students want in the next Cal State 
Long Beach president. 

Haberstroh announced the meet- 
ing on his Facebook page Tuesday and 
asked students for input. The majority of 
responses conveyed that students want- 
ed a president who cared about students. 

“In many. ways, students want the 
next President to be a lot like President 
Alexander,” Haberstroh said via email. 

Students will have an opportunity 
to speak to White on the presidential 
selection during an open forum, but 
the CSU is still a few steps away from 
that, CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

The next step to find a president 
is in the hands of the CSU Board of 
Trustees and its chair, Bob Linscheid. 
The chair will designate four trustees 
as part of the Trustees Committee for 
the Selection of the President. Along 
with White, they will search for some- 
one to fill CSULB’s vacancy, accord- 
ing to the CSU website. 

White will select an interim presi- 
dent in the meantime, Fallis said via 
email. 

“Students want a campus president 
that is student-focused and passionate 
about student needs and concerns,” 
Haberstroh said. “Also, students want 
an advocate in Sacramento and at the 
[Board] to oppose student fee increas- 
es. Lastly, students want a president 
that is willing to connect with them on 
a personal level.”

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Subsidized 


Stafford 
loan rates 


to double 
in July 


The rates will 
increase from 3.4 to 
6.8 percent.

Interest rates for subsidized Staf- 
ford student loans are scheduled to 
double beginning July 1. 

The average Cal State Long Beach 
graduate owing $10,000 in student 
loans will see an additional pay- 
ment of $34 per month, according to 
CSULB Director of Financial Aid 
Nick Valdivia. 

“In the short term, [it] may be a 
minimal impact,” Valdivia said. “Over 
a 10-year period, students are looking 
at paying more than $4,000 additional 
in interest.” 

Currently, subsidized Stafford stu- 
dent loans have a 3.4 percent interest 
rate, and the increase in July will raise 
the rate to 6.8 percent. 

For subsidized student loans, inter- 
est only accumulates after the student 
graduates, according to financialaid. 
org. 

The interest rate increase was set to 
take place last year, but Congress vot- 
ed for a temporary relief that cost the 
government approximately $6 billion, 
according to Valdivia. : 

Valdivia said CSULB provides 
more than $110 million in student 
loans per year. 

According to statistics from Ameri- 
can Student Assistance, CSULB’s av- 
erage student loan debt is among the 
lowest in the country. The national av- 
erage of student debt was $26,600 for

Construction on Atherton Street begins, delays student commuters 


The project will last 
for about 90 days.

The drive for Cal State Long Beach 
commuters may take longer than ex- 
pected due to construction on Atherton 
Street. 

Drivers might want to use an alter- 

_ native route while construction work- 
ers improve a section of Atherton 
Street between Studebaker Road and 
Bellflower Boulevard. Construction 
has already begun and will take ap- 
proximately 90 days to complete, ac- 
cording to City of Long Beach Trans- 
portation Planner Steve Tweed. 


“This improvement will beautify 
the neighborhood, and all those who 
use the street will enjoy it too,” Patrick 
O’Donnell, Long Beach fourth district 
councilman, said. 

The project’s improvements include 
new center island medians, curbs, 
gutters, asphalt and the removal of 
diseased, aged trees along Atherton 
Street, which will be replaced with 
more than 100 drought-resistant trees 
and other drought resistant plants, ac- 
cording to Tweed. 

“The trees were the No. 1 rea- 
son why this project is taking place,” 
Tweed said. “The existing trees are 
dead because the trees chosen were not 
fit for this type of climate. The trees 
were recommended to be cut down by 
the city herbalist.” 

Other improvements include a new 
irrigation system that will be installed 


next to the new trees and mulch, ac- 
cording to Tweed, who has been work- 
ing on this project since April 2010. 


The project was approved in 2007 


and will be funded by a $703,000 grant 
from Metropolitan Transportation Au- 
thority, Tweed said. Another $202,412 
from the city’s Proposition C funds 
will also contribute to the project, ac- 
cording to a City of Long Beach press 
release. Proposition C is a half-cent 
sales tax increase that was passed in 
1990 to help fund transportation needs 
in Los Angeles County. 

“Thousands of people use that street 
every day,’ Long Beach Mayor Bob 
Foster said in a press release. “It will 
benefit them and the city’s infrastruc- 
ture.” 

The project is scheduled to be com- 
pleted on July 25 but could be finished 
sooner, according to Tweed.

the graduating class of 2011. 

“Increasing the interest rates can be 
predicted to result in fewer students 
having the opportunity to go to school 
at the margin,” Wade Martin, CSULB 
economics department chair, said. 

Senior political science and commu- 
nications double major Brandon Hum- 
phrey said he feels that everyone should 
have the opportunity to attend a public 
school and obtain a bachelor’s degree. 

“J know that I’m running towards 
the gate to get out before anything else 
changes, before there’s new require- 
ments, and it gets more expensive,” 
Humphrey said. 

Valdivia said one of the issues with 
borrowing loans is that students aren’t 
aware of the interest rates or planning 
ahead. 

“{ don’t think borrowing is a bad 
thing,” he said. “There’s also studies 
that say that if you don’t borrow, and 
you increase your hours [at work], your 
risks of not succeeding are greater than 
if you borrow.” 

Humphrey will be in more than 
$25,000 debt upon graduation. 

“Tt am frustrated with this ... be- 
cause I chose to go to a public univer- 
sity,’ Humphrey said. “I think it is [the 
government’s] responsibility because 
we’re investing in the country by pro- 
viding ourselves with an education and 
not all of it is going to be free.” 

Congress has until July to find an 
alternative to raising loan interest rates 
for students, but Valdivia said any ac- 
tion isn’t likely. 
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Students count the cost of cutting class

Ej Arcilla, a junior health admin- 
istration major, skips class when she 


knows boredom and fatigue will take 
over. 

“If you’re going to pay attention in 
class, then go, but if you’re not, then 
there’s no point,” Arcilla said. 

However, according to Vice Provost 
for Planning and Budgets David Dow- 
ell, Arcilla and other students who skip 
class pay a price for missing lectures. 

Dowell said that a student wastes an 
average of $26 each time he or she cuts 
class. The amount was calculated from 
a total cost of attendance of $3,120 per 
semester, based upon the 12.16 units the 
average student takes per semester. 


According to Dowell, the $26 is only 
a portion of the loss, as missing class 
can lead to failing courses and ulti- 
mately delay graduation. 

However, some students said they 
feel that sleep or catch-up time is worth 
the money loss. : 

“TI know that it costs money, but 
sometimes I’m just insanely tired,” 
Jake Skoll, a sophomore kinesiology 
major, said. “Some [students] cut just 
because they’re lazy or they’re ahead.” 

Monique Sypkens, a sophomore the- 
atre major, said that each missed class 
isn’t worth the $26 cost.

“T learn from the community of the 
classroom environment,” Sypkens said. 
“That would be the only reason it’s 
worth the money.” 

CSULB design professor Michael 
Laforte said students earn what they 
put into their education. 

“That $26 is just the superficial 
cost,” Laforte said. “That value is easy 
to crunch. It’s the fuzzier number that’s 
real.” 

Laforte said that the real costs of 
cutting class are intangible, such as 
delaying joining the workforce, loss of 
income, related expenses and, most im- 
portantly, time. 

He said that being a part of the “dy- 
namic of the class” is a part of the uni- 


versity experience, and students who 
cut class miss out on this vital compo- 
nent of education. 

“You come to a university to be a 
deeper person,” Laforte said. “Today, 
the depth of the value of what a univer- 
sity is about is lacking.” 

Desiree Mendoza, a freshman histo- 
ry major, said that students should take 
advantage of their university classes 
and experiences, because they are 
paying for a seat in the classroom that 
could be better appreciated by another 
student. 

“All the money that we put in ben- 
efits us eventually,” Mendoza said, “so 
we are better prepared as well-rounded 
individuals.”

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Vinyl has seen a surge of popularity in recent years due to the warmth and lack of perfection in its sound, along with the novelty value. 


Vinyl records spin their way back into popularity, relevance 


Unlike other mediums such as 
cassettes and CDs, vinyl 
continues to grow in popularity.

For some people, music is purely an auditory 
experience, not a visual one. But when Cal State 
Long Beach film graduate student Sam Singer 
listens to music, images of a guitarist’s fingers 
sliding across the strings and the warmth of the 
vinyl playing are strong enough to paralyze him 
with joy. 

No matter his mood, listening to a vinyl Long 
Play (LP) can change Singer’s day profoundly, of- 
ten leaving him with a child-like smile when lis- 
tening to his favorite vinyl LP. 

Decades after its inception and to the shock of 
many, vinyl LP sales have continued to rise year 
after year, making them the fastest growing mu- 
sic format in the U.S. today, according to a 2012 
Nielsen Company and Billboard Music Industry 
report. 


LP sales increased by 700,000 units from 2011 
to 2012, a 17.7 percent rise, according to the re- 
port. : 

Though it’s difficult to determine exactly why 
LP sales are increasing so rapidly, some point to 
events like Record Store Day, a yearly event in 
which independent record stores throughout the 
nation exclusively sell rare content every April to 
boost LP sales. 

Vinyl enthusiast Kevin Diehm, also known as 
“Dyzzy,” is the owner of the “Dyzzy on Vynyl” 
record store in Long Beach and said he has noticed 
an influx in record sales. 

He acknowledged that vinyl is more expensive 
to produce than CDs or MP3s; however, he said he 
feels that no other medium can recreate the “feel’ 
of a vinyl record. 

“No one is going to listen to CDs 50 years from 
now,” Singer said. 

To fulfill the niche LP market, many music art- 
ists release their new albums on vinyl in addition 
to CD and MP3 versions. 

The price of a new top-10 vinyl LP on Ama- 
zon, at Best Buy and at Barnes & Noble, on aver- 
age, is 103.3 percent higher than the cost for the 
same CD. 

Even though the cost of a new LP tends to be 
higher than the cost of a new CD, Dyzzy said he 
thinks vinyl records are growing in popularity be- 
cause two different generations are now interested 
in the music medium. 


“My parents always had records, and it was al- 
ways a novelty,” Greg Krish, a sophomore film and 
electronic arts student, ‘said. “I buy a lot of vinyl 
just because it’s kind of like a document. I don’t 
think it is the best platform for music because it’s 
very easy to damage, but it has its own charm to 
ite 

Dyzzy said he noticed more young people, like 
Krish, purchasing vinyl albums around 2005, 
when he saw retro trends becoming popular again. 

In addition to young people playing vinyl, radio 
stations like K-Jazz continue to use it, though not 
as much as MP3s. 

Mike Johnson, the operations manager for K- 
Jazz, said vinyl is a lot of fun to listen to, but it 
cannot compete with modern technology. 

“MP3s, or rather digital music, is the future 
without a doubt,” Johnson said. 

According to Johnson, K-Jazz still uses vi- 
ny! records, but the majority of the music played 
comes from digital music files that have been con- 
verted from CDs. 

Johnson said the station cannot rely on records 


_ for all live broadcasts because vinyl albums al- 


ways have an unpredictably to them. 

“[Vinyl] just has an analog appeal to it because 
of its lack of perfection in sound,” Krish said. 
“There will always be a slight change to the origi- 
nal intention, and that’s simply a result of it being 
on that medium.” 

The technology of music recording changed 


drastically once digital recording was introduced 
in the 1980s. : 

Analog recording, which is used with vinyl re- 
cords, takes air pressure vibrations and converts 
them into electric energy signals. Those energy 
signals are then converted into varying vibrations 
on a record cutter that craves grooves into an al- 
bum. Once a needle from a record player is placed 
on a groove, it vibrates from the different etchings 
and is able to recreate the sound waves of the origi- 
nal voice or instrument. -- 

Digital recording, which is used with CDs, takes 
Sound waves and converts them into a sequence of 
numbers. The numbers can be stored on a device 
and are replayed back as a means for reproducing 
the original vibrations within the air. 

Johnson said the radio station uses CD files be- 
cause they create a better sound quality over the 
airwaves for the listener. 

Although he acknowledges that CDs serve a 
purpose in music today, Dyzzy believes they are 
not for him. 

“T think CDs have their place in the world,” 
Dyzzy said, “but not in my store.” 

While the medium by which people listen to 
music continually changes, the attraction of the 
vinyl LP sound continues to resonate across gen- 
erations. 

“The difference between an LP and CD is the 
warmth of the record. There’s nothing [quite] like 
it,’ Dyzzy said.

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49ers to complete series with Cal State 
Northridge in afternoon doubleheader 


Long Beach State will 
go for a sweep of the 
visiting Matadors.

When Cal State Northridge returns 
to the 49er Softball Complex today for 
a season series finale, it may not recog- 
nize the 49ers’ offensive makeover. 

Long Beach State (27-17, 9-4 Big 
West) beat the Matadors (17-25, 3-7) 
last week, but it wasn’t easy. It needed 
an impressive 1-0 shutout from pitcher 
Amanda Hansen to do it. 

Since then, the 49ers have climbed out 
of their offensive slump, as they scored 15 
runs in three games with Pacific over the 
weekend. Two of those games resulted in 
losses because of poor pitching, though, 
and the pitching staff will need to pitch 
the way it has against the rest of confer- 
ence to claim the series with CSUN. 

“You've got to find a way to close out 
games,” head coach Kim Sowder said. “I 
certainly know we’re capable of doing it, 


so we need to make those adjustments.” 

‘Niners pitchers pitched five consec- 
utive complete games before surrender- 
ing leads in the late innings of all three 
games against Pacific. 

As the season reaches its final stretch, 
Sowder said her team needs more fine- 
tuning before chasing down Pacific and 
Hawaii for a shot at the postseason. 

“It’s the second half of conference 
season,” she said. “To give ourselves a 
shot at winning the conference, we’re 
going to have to really play well in all 
facets of the game.” 

The Beach’s bats have heated up at a 
convenient time. 

CSUN’s opposing batting average 
of .260 ranks third-best in conference. 
Pitchers Shelly Tait and Brianna Elder 
each own earned run averages that rank 
in the Big West’s top 10. 

Tait took the loss in last Wednesday’s 
game but pitched better than that might 
suggest. She did not earn the run in the 
1-0 decision and allowed only three 
hits, all singles. 

Because the two teams just saw each 
other, Sowder said that the rematch puts 
both teams at an advantage. But she also 
noted that role players Sarah Carrasco 
and Brianna Stephan sat out last week

and could return for the doubleheader. 

“It will be nice to have our whole 
team back and healthy,” Sowder said. 
“Having a little bitof depth will give us 
a little bit more confidence.” 

Carrasco has missed four games 
since crashing into the right field wall 
while chasing a fly ball against Cal 
State Fullerton. Sowder said she has 
been cleared to practice and could 
play Wednesday. Stephan returned last 
weekend after missing four games with 
an off-field injury. 

Sowder said that the team’s pitching 
problems over the weekend do not con- 
cern her because of the team’s ability to 
quickly make adjustments. 

“This team does a good job,” Sowder 
said. “Every time we’ve had some 
tough loses, they really responded well 
and came out strong, and that’s what I 
expect from our team [on Wednesday].” 

The doubleheader will be an oppor- 
tunity for LBSU to gain ground in the 
Big West and make up for its disap- 
pointing weekend. It will also provide 
an opportunity to get national recogni- 
tion, as ESPNU will be televising both 
games for the only time this season. 

The first game of the doubleheader 
will start at 1 p.m.
